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and at the fame time confider the hair of the Skins of Animate 
we feed on, the Wooll or Down on Hcrbi and Fruit, theFi- 
bres, Veflels, and Nerves of Plants which arc not altered by 
the Stomach, the fame cafe may very eafily happen. I once 
faw as ftrange a Diftemper, and almoftas obftinate and long 
as I ever met with, proceed from a great quantity of Straw¬ 
berry Seeds which had lodged in the Guts, and after their 
difeharge the perfon w^s eafed. And I have heard of many 
befides thofe publilhed , who have loft their Lives by 
fwallowingmany Cherry-ftones. 


VI. A Letter from Mr Thoresby, F. S. to the Tub* 
lifher , concerning the Veftigia of a Roman Town 
lately difcoVered near Leedes in Yorkfliire. 


Sir , 

I N obedience to your Commands, to acquaint the Society 
with any thing remarkable that occurs in thefe parts, this 
brings you notice of the difeovery of the Vejligia of a Roman 
Town, upon the Moor near Adel Mill, 4 miles from Leedes 5 
’twasfound out accidentally by a Tenant of Mr Arthington , 
who endeavouring to plow part of his Farm, was retarded 
by a great quantity of Stone, immediately below the furface 
of the Earth, which he was forced to dig up before he 
could proceed, and has already out of the Foundations of 
Houfes, which they traced on both fides the Street, got fb 
many Stones as has built above 100 rods of Walling. At a 
very little diftancc is a Roman Camp pretty entire, *tis above 
4 Chains broad and 5 long,furrounaed with a Angle Vallum, 
which from the top of the Agger to the bottom of the Trench 
is yet 22 foot deep in the place I meafared, but the extie- 
mity of the weather prevented fo particular a Survey as I 
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defigned. The Town feems to have been of confiderable 
note by the Infcriptimtt, and fragments of Statues , Pillars , 
’phU,c«H'£h.&c. there dug up, all which arc ("as Dr * LiJIer has truly 
.«/ iu 4 . p, ohferved, that mod of the Roman Monuments in thefe parts) 
v °’ 9h made of the common fort of courfe Rag or Millftone 
grit, of which are alfo the remains of a large Aqueduct, in 
Stones of a great length and about \ of a yard thick, wherein 
the paffage for the Water is about 6 inches broad and as 
many deep, almoft double to thole of Clay found in the Ro¬ 
man Burying-place at York, formerly accounted for ("No 234. 
of the Tranfa&ions) one of which is in your Repofitory at 
Grejham Co Hedge. Sometime ago here was dug up a Statue 
to the full proportion of a Roman Officer, with an Infcription, 
both which periChed through the brutifh ignorance and co- 
vetoufnefs of the Labourers, who in a fuperftitious conceit, 
bound wythys or wreaths of Straw about the poor Raman 
Knight, and burnt him, in hopes of (by I know not what 
Magical Apparition in the Smoke ) finding fonie hid Treafure, 
arid after in anger at their disappointment broke him to 
pieces, of which only the Head is now forthcoming 3 but the 
2 Infcriptions lately difeovered there fell into a more intelli¬ 
gent hand, one John Robinfon, whofe industry and ingeni¬ 
ous contrivance of binding a fmal! Engine to the Wrift of 
his Arm, to fupply the placer of his Fingers, which through 
the carelefsnefs of a Servant were burnt off in his Infancy, 
pleafed me well. Cyril Artbringoon of Arthrington, Efq,, who 
is Lord of theMannor, made me a prefent of thefe Infcrip¬ 
tions, the one is but a fragment, yet has enough to difeover 
it to have been fepulchral,by the H S Efor Hie jitus e/?,below 
PIE N TJSS , the other is almoft entire, and is evidently a 
Funeral Monument, it begins as u&ally wirh Dijs Manibm 
Sacrum , and ends llxit Annos X, as it feems to have been by 
the vacancy, ’tis one foot thick, 2 broad and 3 high, the 
Letters are very large, full 3 inches long, fome of them in¬ 
terwoven, as AND (AD) and ED (as I apprehend the E^> 
to be) in Candiediame The form of the Letters, and part ice- 
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lady the A may perhaps difcover the Age that this Row* 
Station fiourifhed in, viz,, in Severn t Reign (An. Dom, 
194) or before, if the * obfervatioh Of the Prince of our" 
Englijh Antiquaries hold good, and I know none of the mo- n 
dern Criticks that diflent from it: 

‘ This obfervation ('fays he,} t have made, that from the 
‘ Age of Severn to that of Gordian , and after the Letter A 
‘ in the Inlcriptions found in this Ifland, wants the crofs 
* ftroke, and is engraved thus 

It feemsto have periftied, and perhaps was burnt down 
(as by the flag and aduft colour in fome places may be con¬ 
jectured,) infomeofthe Infurredtions of the Native Brigantes , 
who were impatient of Keftraint. 

Amongft the ruins were found 2 or 3 Millfi&zes for the 
grinding of Corn, which by the ftnallnefs of the fize (20 
inches broad} (hew that the Romans of thofe, as well as the 
Egyptians and Jew* of former Ages, made ufe of their Slaves 
or Captives for that employ, who were placed po(l molds,, 
Exod. xi. 5. non precedent fed feqmntur, brachijs & toio car¬ 
per e trudentes, what the old MSS Bibles have in refpcct of 
Sampfon (Judic. xvi. 21.) clanjnm in car cere molere fecerunt, 
our Saxon Predeceflors render exprefly hanbepypne. (Mr 
‘Thwatfs Hept. Anglo Sax.) befides this, which is entire, I 
have a fragment of another Millftone, whereon the Rows 
are yet remaining, but this being heavier, almoft as thick at 
the Circumference as the other is at the Center (for they are 
convex on one fide,) I fuppofe might be the Runner , the 
Learned Gataker in his notes upon 47 Jfai. 2. obferves, the 
Original word is of the Dual firm, and that the Lav/ prohi¬ 
biting the taking the Millftone to pledge, does particularly 
mention Receb or the Rider , becaufe that lying loofc might 
the more readily be taken off, and carried away upon that oc- 
cafion, and in his Annotations (which are incomparably the 
beft of thofe falfly aferibed to the Aflembly of Divines) upon 
Landent.v. 13. they took the young wen to grind, fays, the Tal- 
mndfis have a Story, that the .Chaldeans made the young 
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men carry MilUfones with them to Babylon, where there was a great 
Scarcity of them, whence probably their Paraphrafe renders that Text, 
have barn the Mills or Mil/Jloncs , which might be true in a literal 
acceptation, they have alfo a Proverbial Speech of a Man with aMill- 
ftone about his Neck (alluded to St Matth. xiix. 6. ufedofone that 
lyes under an exceeding heavy and almoft infupportable burden. 

As we were traverfing the Ground, I found the fragments of Urns 
and other Roman Vellels, one of which has been 23 i nches, or two 
foot in Circumference, the generality of them are of the common 
red Clay, but I have alfo one of the heft Coral coloured varnifh, and 
others of a bluifh grey j as alfo a brafs Ring found in the fame 
place. 

The Roman rig that this Town Rood upon, comesfrom the great 
Military Road upon Bramhammoor , of which Iceland in his MS Iti* 
nerary, which by the favour of my Lord Archbp of Tork, I have a 
tranfeript of^ as far as it relates to Torkfhirc or Lancafhirc, affirms,

from thence this via vicinnaBs paueth by T hornet and Shadwel , 
Streetlane and Hawcajter ridge upon Blackmoor (near which is the 
Roman Pottery mentioned in fome former Tranfaclions ) to Adel, 
thence thro Cooler idge over the Moors towards Vkley a known Roman 
Station, this fame ridge is very evident in fome part of the Grounds 
of Tbo. Kir It of Cookridge, Efq-„ who fhewed me the place where a 
Roman Monument in his pofleffion was dug up, it feems to have had 
a large Infcription, but fo eraced that nothing diftinft can be made of 
it} perhaps thefaid Cukeryg. , as it is called in the Original Letters 
Patterns of K. Edw. 6 th to Archbp Cranmer (now, with the Eftate 
thereby conveyed in the pofleflion of the faid' ingenious Gentleman) 
was fo denominated from this Roman ridge which pafleth direftly 
thro it. 

But what the name of this Station was I cannot divine, the learn¬ 
ed Dr Gale fome years ago gave me notice from an Anonymous 
Geographer, of a Station in thefe parts called Pampocatia , which he 
thought fhould be read Campocatia , and had lent into Prance for va¬ 
riousLettions, concluding, c Where to place this I know not, but my 
1 hopes are, that you will be fo happy as to find it, and fo kind as to 
‘ communicate the difeovery, (Pc. now confidering, that in the faid 
Author (Printed at Ravenna , An. Dom. 1688) this Pampo or Campo¬ 
catia is the very next Station to Lagenrium or Legeolium , it feems 
not improbable that this Camp, &c. was the very place} butbecaufe 
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tilings fo many Ages part admit of various conjectures, I will offer 
another, which I am induced to from the fimiJitude of the Names, th cAgef 
or Melocum of the Ancients, and tlieprefent Adle or Adel as it is in the 
Monafticon Anglic. ’Tis true, ’tis lonictimes writ Segelocim, but as Mr Bur¬ 
ton, in his Comment upon Antonim s Itinerary well obfeives, it is to be 
reckoned among thofc Words to which the Ancients fometimes put an S or 
Sibilus and fometimes omitted ; if this be thought too much Northward for 
that Station, which isplaced South of Danum, it may bcreply'd, that, nst 
to infift upon the tranlpofition of foine places, of which there are inRances 
i n the Itinerary, I fee no inconvenience in admitting that the Romms might 
then, as we at this day, have Icveral Towns of the lame denomination ; 
thus from an Altar in my pofleflion, inlcribed CO N D ATE (the whole 
Infcripton may be leen in the new Edit, of the Brit. p. 782.) the faid Learn¬ 
ed Dean of Tori concludes that Confln near Piirsbridge; where this Altar was 
found, was as well called Condate , as Congleton\n£hcfhire. And to me it feems 
highly probable, that the Legions being detached againftthc Enemy to di- 
ftant places, might endeavour to leave luch Memorials of their removes, thus 
the Legio viceftma valent viftrix ufaally quartered at Devi or Weft Chtftcr, 
were detached into Weftmorland, as appears by an Infcription, and the Lin- 
gones who were lcated at Ilkley , I quettton not but were alio at Lingivel near 
Thorp on the Hill , where the Roman Coyning molds ("Phil. Tran f No 234.) 
were found, and that the intrenchmcnts there were fo denominated front 
them, th t Roman Vallum being pronounced Wallnm, of which fee Cafanion, 
Somner , &c. At this Agclocum or Adelocum , as Cambden himfelf once read 
it, is a Church of the moft Antique form that ever I beheld, and being 
built of fmallfquared Stones like the Roman Wall and Multangular Towes 
in Tori, I verily thought it the remainsoflome Roman Temple, till I found 
in it fomc Chrirtian Hirtories, particularly the defeent of the Holy Ghoft in 
the form of a Dove, done in Bajfo Relievo y but after lo intolerably rude a 
manner, as (Efficiently evidences their great Antiquity. The Inhabitants 
have an old Tradition, that Adel Church once flood upon Blaclhill , the place 
where thefe vfcw<««Monutneni.s were lately difcovcred,occafioned perhaps by 
the removal of the Stones from fome publick Edifice, at the definition of 
the old Roman Town.But I ana to© tedious,and have lcarce left place for the 
figures of the Monument.*. 
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
